The Lake County Sheriff's 
Dept. Arson Task Force, un- 
der the direction of. Sheriff 
Thomas S. Brown, is 
registering. ■ impressive 
statistics in helping to con- 
trol one of, the county's 
primary crime problems. 

The task force, which ban- 
ds together agencies in- 
volved in fighting fires and 
crime in a new approach to 
combating arson, is headed 
by Det. George Rose. 

Statistics show that since 
the Task Force was 
established, 133 arson in- 
vestigations were carried 
out at. the request of. local 
fire departments called to 
extinguish the blazes. Out oi 
these 133 cases. 36 have been 
solved resulting in 72 
arrests. ' 

The arrest list includes 38 
juveniles and 34 adults. The 
27 per cent solve rate com- 
pares favorably to the 3 per 
-cent-sol v e r a t fi .fo r-t-ho-er-imc- 
ol arson.

Milwaukee, 
sentenced Herman Holbek,. 31, former An- 
tioch resident residing recently .in Camp 
Lake, to seven years imprisonment arid a
